Washineton, October 9.—Recognition 
party led by General Carranza 
the de facto government in.

Secretary Lanisng, on 
United. States. government, 
its intention to recognize General Car- 
ranza and the ambassadors of Brazil, 
Chile and. Argentina and. the ministers 
of Bolivia, Uruguay and Guatemala 
transmitted tonight the decision of the 
Washington government as well as 
their own opinions in agreement with 
it. Mr. Lansing has obtained the ap- 
proval of President Wilson to the plan 
and ‘before the conference began all 
the other ministers in the Latin-Ameri- 
éan Corps also had given their ad- 
herence to it. 

The action of today’s conference was 
regarded generally as the most 
portant diplomatic step in the Mexican 
situation the United States 
cided to withhold 
liuerta government, than 
ago. It means that the Carranza 
covernment will.receive the moral sup- 
port of the United States and that an 
embargo will placed on arms des- 
tined for opposing factions as soon as 
recognition is actually extended, which 
probably -willj be within a fortnight.

The fact that the United States al- 
ready has decided to recognize the Car- 
ranza government is thought likely 
to have an important moral effect in 
Mexico.

Seeretary Lansing made it clear that 
while the United States could not con- 
dition recognition upon the giving of 
amesty orthe settlement of other ques- 
tions of a strictly internal nature, sat- 
isfactory assurances on these and other 
subjects have been received from the 
Carranza government. 

Guarantees Given hy Carranza. 

These guarantees are as follows: 

1. Foreigners will be protected 
their lives and property. 

2. The Carranza government assumes 
full responsibility for claims growing 
out of@fthe revolution and*will adjust 
them ‘@quitably by means of interna- 
tional commissions. 

38. No one will suffer in his life and 
property on account of religious beliefs: 
all priests and nuns who have not 
taken part in Mexican politics will be 
permitted to return and will be pro- 
tected, provided they do not partici- 
pate in politics and obey the Mexican 
laws governing the separation of church 
and state. 

4. A decree of amnesty is in prepara- 
tion, which will enable all 
irrespective of political affiliations 
heretofore, to return to Mexico with 
the exception of those guilty of com- 
plicity in the plot to kill Madero and 
Suarez, or who are charged with 
civil crimes. A few political lead- 
ers who hitherto have opposed the 
Carranza government will not be per- 
mitted to return until the government 
is firmly established, and then only, if 
will pledge allegiance to it. 

The form in which recognition is to 
be extended has not been decided. Sec- 
retary Lansing said an ambassador 
might besent to theCarranza capital, 
or an ambassador named by Carranza 
received here, or that there might be 
an exchange of notes. 

Action Not Limited. 

Recognition of a “de facto govern- 
ment’ does not limit the action in any 
sense, officials explained.

INJURED MAN CHARGES 
HIS BROTHER-IN-LAW 


WITH ABUSE OF WIFE 


Mrs. Key Had Sworn Out 
a Peace Warrant Against 
Her Husband, But the Case 
Had Been Dismissed—Key 
Claims That He Acted in 
Self-Defense in Shooting.

After killing one brother-in-law and 
seriously wounding another in front 
of his home two miles beyond Decatur, 
Ga., Saturday afternoon at 5:45 o’clock, 
Jim Key, aged 33, was taken to the De- 
catur jail early Saturday . night 
Sheriff. J. A. McCurdy, DeKalb 
county. 

Bass Strickland, aged 37, 
69 Alwah avenue, Atlanta, was shot 
the legs and groin with a shotgun, and 
his brother, W.-1. Strickland, aged 42. 
who lived with his mother, Mrs. J. J. 
Strickland, at 26 McDonald street, this 
city, instantly killed when the 
other barrel of the gun was discharved. 

According to Strickland. after’ 
brother had been shot. he started 
fora buggy which was starding in the 
road front of the Key home, in 
attempt to get away from his frenzied 
brother-in-law. When Key saw him 
start for the buggy he shot at him, he 
Says, and then reloading, discharged 
another barrel of the gun at the horse 
hitting it in the side. 

“The whole trouble came un about 
my sister, who married Jim Kev.” said 
Strickland. 


“ABUSED 
WIFE.” 


“Key had been mistreating and abus- 
ing my sister ever since he married 
her and my brother and I had time 
after time interfered to make him 
treat her better.” 

“My sister has pellagra,” continued 
Strickland, “and she has been so weak 
for the past few weeks that she could 
take care of her two babies. 
one three years old and the other a 
year and a half old.” 

Strickland claimed that his sister 
had grown tired of the way her hus- 
band was treating her and had sworn 
out a peace warrant for him in an ef- 
fort to make him behave himself. 

“She was so sick that she couldn’t 
g£0 to court Friday afternoon to attend 
to the warrant,” said Strickland, “ana 
so they let him go and that just made 
him all the worse. We had all gone 
to Key’s home to get my sister’s chil- 
dren.”’ 

After being shot Strickland was 
taken to Decatur, where he was given 
medical treatment, although physicians 
there stated that he would have to be 
taken to a hospital where he could re- 
ceive the best of treatment and if 
necessary undergo an operation. 

It was found at the city institution 
that the shot had penetrated the fleshy 
part of both legs just below the hips 
and that in some places the bones had 
been splintered. 

With her year and a half-old baby in 
her arms, Mrs. Key made her way to 
the home of her mother on McDonald 
street Saturday night, where it was 
announced that she was in a.serious 
condition from the effects of her jl]- 
ness and the ordeal which she had gone 
through. 


KEY SILENT 
TO REPORTERS. 


In communication with Decatur by 
telephone a reporter for The Constitu- 
tion was told that Key had nothing to 
say and would have nothing to do with 
anyone following the shooting. 

Bass Strickland has been an em- 
ployee of the Exposition Cotton mills. 
He is married and has three smal! chil- 
dren. 

W. Ll. Strickland was a widower, and 
had been in very poor health for the 
past several years and. therefore not 
engaged in any business. 

“Jim Key has given us lots of trou- 
ble,” stated Strickland, “but 1} never 
thought that he would try to kill us. 
It was a miracle that he didn’t kill me 
for I wasn’t far from him when he 
fired.” 

Key never would work for any 
length of time at anything, according 
to Strickland, but he had also at one 
time been an employee of the Exposi- 
tion mills. 

Strickland was removed to one of the 
hospital wards, where at a late hour 
last night he was said to. be in a se- 
rious condition from the effects of the 
shooting and the shock of the affair.

BLUE FLEET FAILS 


10 DEFEND COASI 


Admiral Fletcher’s Naval 
Force Scattered by Night 
Torpedo Attack During 
War Game--The Red Fleet 
Makes Landing. 


Washington, October 9.—For the sec- 
ond successive time this year the naval 
defense of the Atlantic coast has been 
smashed, theoretically, and hostile 
troops landed on American soil. Ad- 
miral Fletcher’s “blue” fleet was scat- 
tered or destroyed by a night torpedo 
attack, the navy department announced 
tonight, and transports bearing an en- 
emy landing foree steamed into Dela- 
ware bay at 6 o'clock tonight, bring- 
ing to an end the fall navy maneuvers 
which began October 4. Rear Admiral 
Knight, commanding the “red’’ enemy 
fleet, had until October 15 to make a 
landing. 

In the maneuvers last spring, Rear 
Admiral Beatty’s “red” fleet broke 
through the “blue” defense and estab- 
lished a base in Chesapeake bay.

DEFENSE SOGIETY 
_ PLANNED FOR CITY 


James G. Craig Is Author- 
ized to Establish Atlanta 
Branch of the National Or- 
ganization. 


James G. Craig, formerly of Atlanta, 
traveling engineer for the Panama 
canal and the Panama railroad, who 
is now visiting in Atlanta, has been 
asked by the American Defense society, 
with headquarters in New York, to 
organize a branch society in Atlanta. 

Mr. Craig is a member of this so- 
clety and has done a great deal of 
valuable work for this organization. 

Mr. Craig will hold conferences with 
leading Atlanta citizens within the next 
day or so with a view to the organiza- 
tion of the society. 

The object of the American defense 
society is to act as a national publicity 
headquarters and clearing house for a 


campaign for adequate national de- 
fense. 
Conditions at Present. 

Some of the existing oonditions as 
to the nation’s defense which the so- 
ciety desires to overcome are outlined 
as follows: 

The American navy is short of men 
and ships. Many of the ships now in 
commission are of obselete type. The 
submarine policy exists chiefly on pa- 
per. Of naval policy the United States 
has none. 

As far the army, there are today 
but 30,000 mobile troops in the United 
States. The coast defenses are under- 
manned. Some of them are not mapped 
at all. The national guard is far be- 
low its paper strength. There is no 
army reserve. The army is without 
necessary ammunition, field Pieces and 
equipment. The United States is alse 
without an aviation corps, which means 
that both the army and navy are with- 
out modern eyes to see the enemy. 

Congress has done nothing to im- 
prove the national defense since the 
outbreak of the European war. 
Public sentiment is feeble and un- 
organized. 

The platform of the American De- 
fense society is outlined as follows: 

“To tell the truth about our defense- 
less condition, to say frankly what the 
administration at Washington is doing, 
and also what it is not doing;'to work 
for a careful expenditure of public 
monies; to secure an adequate national 
defense without the perils of mili- 
tarism, and, finally, to work for a 
permanent international peace—that, in 
short, is the platform of the Ameri- 
can Defense society.” 

Membership in the American Defense 
society is open to all citizens of the 
United States who believe in securing 
and maintaining an adequate national 
defense. 


Just Half Enough Men. 


“When the_ fortifications are com- 
plete at the Panama canal,” says Mr. 
Craig, “there will be just about one- 
half enovgh men to man them, accord- 
ing to the policy now pursued. There 
should be some 25,000 men, including 
the coast artillery corps, to give the 
canal the proper defense that it is en- 
titled to. The men assigned to this 
department should be thoroughly train- 
ed in all matters of defense, and should 
be kept up to their full quota at all 
times. It is a foregone ‘conclusion 
that the United States will have to 
fight Japan within the next five years, 
and the Panama canal will be one of 
the first points of attack by the Jap- 
anse fleet. 

**“The fortifications, as at present au- 
thorized, will be ample for the defense 
of this important strategical point, pro- 
viding congress furnishes the men and 
equipment to give it the proper sup- 
port.” 

“It is to be hoped that, in event of 
war with any foreign nation, the vol- 
unteer regiments called to the colors 
willenot be in the miserable condition 
in which they were found at the be- 
ginning of the Spanish-American war 
in 1898. The officers of most of these 
regiments were absolutely incompetent 
in every branch of their work, and I 
feel perfectly safe in saying that not 
one company officer out of one hun- 
dred knew what rations ‘each of his 
men was entitled to per day.” 


DETECTIVES ON TRAIL 
OF TRAIN ROBBERS 


Wheeling, W. Va., October §9.—United 
States officers and railroad detectives 
are making determined efforts to track 
the bandits who early yesterday held 
up and robbed Baltimore and Ohio pas- 
senger train No. 1 at Central Station. 
A report was received here late today 
that they are being trailed toward the 
Ohio river in the direction of Sisters- 
ville, W. Va. Railroad police stationed 
here have been ordered to that city, 
where a large force of deputies and 
police is being assembled. 

Railroad officials are not relying en- 
tirely, however. on the report that the 
searchers are close on the trail of the 
robbers. Nearly a hundred special de- 
tectives are at work in this vicinity, 
and it is claimed that every possible 
avenue of escape for the men has been 
closed. 

A report from Sistersville is that a 
large party of deputy sheriffs have 
surrounded a great tract of woods east 
of that city in which they ¢hink the 
robbers may have secreted themselves, 
It is said that it will take over a day 
to search it thoroughly. : 


Washington, October 9.—-Comptroller 
of the Currency Williams announced 
f¢oday that the Baltimore and Ohio 
train robbed yesterday at Wheelfig 
carried only $57,900 in unsigned na- 
tional bond notes. It had just been 
reported that there was $500,000 in 
such notes on the train. How much 
of the money on the train has been 
stclen has net been ascertained. The 
comptroller’s statement says theship- 
ment was consigned to banks in Ohio, 
Indiana and Illinois.

Publicity Should Be Required. 

“Primarily we must have publicity 
of earnings. The United States Steel 
now published quarter- 
ly earnings and monthly tonnage fig- 
ures. Before any stock is listed the 
New York Stock exchange should make 
every corporation sign an agreement 
to publish weekly or monthly earn- 
ings. The railroads now do that. Only 
insiders have any idea today what 
Bethlehem, Crucible, Westinghouse, 
and other war-order stocks, are earn- 
ing. And they won't tell. 

“There should be govenment em- 
loyees like national bank inspectors, 
o break up pool operations fntended 
to establish false values for the pur- 
ose of unloading on the public. The 
egitimate business of this country 
would be hard pressed without the 
Stock exchange. That institution has 
a side which is as useful as a bank 
or a corner grecery store. The dis- 
reputable side,- however, should be 
wiped out by Government regulation. 
Speculation cannot be stopped, and we 
are by no means sure that it should. 
Speculation in the end, always estab- 
lishes real values. Pure . gambling, 
however, should He stopped and the 
way to stop it is to make rules which 
will protect the real investor.

Wheat at first showed a decided ten- 
dency to climb, owing to a falling oft 
in receipts northwest and to com- 
plaints that serious. damage had been 
done by shocks sprouting and rotting 
in Minnesota and the Dakotas. Rela- 
tively strong quotations at Liverpool 
had a further bullish effect on the 
market here. There were also advices 
from the seaboard that in the opinion 
of some authorities a good expert call) 
was now regarded as likely to be a 
fixture for the next four or tive 
months. On the ensuing bulge in prices 
here, however, sales by receiving 
houses widened out to an unusual ex- 
tent and brought about a sharp set- 
back that finally narrowed the gains 
to almost the vanishing point. 

Late selling of wheat was under the 
leadership of one of the chief elevator 
companies and was explained as being 
an attempt to anticipate the effect of 
enlarged arrivals predicted to begin 
Monday from the winter crop territory. 
Gossip was also current that there 
would be a moderate increase in the 
United States visible supply total on 
Monday. 

Bearish pressure had the same suc- 
cess with corn as with wheat. Crop 
damage reports from Illinois and lowa 
failed to make any important lasting 
impression, and so, too, did talk of a 
number of recent shipments having 
been made to Europe. 

Oats were swayed almost wholly by 
the action of other cereals. Country 
offerings remained small.

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The Pillars, Hot Springs, Va. 

It is a “long, long way” from the 
valley. in Bartow county, Georgia, 
where I spent my last week-end, to 
this one—a vallty in old Virginia—but 
the exhilarating, life-giving air is about 
the same. There is the fall tang in 
the air, with a glory of spring sun- 
Shine bursting through gray clouds 
over the mountains, and inviting out 
the health and pleasure-seeKers assem- 
bled here at “America’s Spa.” 

From my window the colonial col- 
umns of the porch frame a wonderful 
victyire lying beyond. The mountains 
rise high on each side, and the valley 
between lies green and fertile, the au- 
tumn coloring so far only showing it- 
self in cubist dashes of red in the land- 
scape here and there. ; 

To the right, at the base of the high- 
est mountain, the Homestead hotel fol- 
lows the contour of the mountain the 
distance of two or three city squares, 
the red brick structure, with its white 


‘framed windows, many of them covered 


with vines, having a wonderful setting 
in mountains, knolls and hills. 
The Natural Beauties. 

To see the sun rise many heath- 
seekers have themselves “called early,” 
but to see the sun set, hundreds of peo- 
ple sit and wait, then become enrap- 
tured as they watch the green of the 
mountain tops grow into the reds and 
golds and fires of the sky, when a lit- 
tle church bell somewhere in the val- 
ley sounds the Angelus hour. 

Very reluctantly the tea cups are 
left on the tables that dot the Casino 
garden, as the colony at the springs 
disperse for the important duty of 
“dressing for dinner.” 

Lights show themselves in the win- 
dows of the cottages, which are pala- 
tial little homes on the hill looking 
down in the valley. Gay parties are 
assembled in these each evening. There 
are dances afterward at the hotel, and 
later even the “Japanese garden i158 
open, where a “Darktown orchestra 
presents a musical program—very in- 
teresting to Hhe far northern visitors 
and the matky foreigners of distinc- 
tion now refiigees in America’s “peace- 
ful valleys.”’ 

Late hours are a. habit of the few, 
for the out-of-door pleasures of the 
day, the mountain air and the edict of 
the “Kur,” all lead to a delicious sense 
of sleepiness early in the evening. 


Out-of-Door Life. 


The automobile has defied the early 
tradition of the Hot Springs reserva- 
tion, where at one time only King 
Hiorse had the sacred rights of the 
roads. Many people have their cars 
with them now, and they have brought 
on more roads, and good roads, and 
the opening of quaint old farm homes 
into “tea houses.” 

“Passifern Farm” is as much an in- 
stitution now as any country club 
house in America. The old house is 
of simplest structure, with no columns 
or interior decoration to proclaim its 
ancestry, but it is just that distance 
after leaving the Springs and driving 
over the mountain roads to meet the de- 
mands of an appetite fall air piques. 
There is chicken and ham cooked Vir- 
ginia style; waffles and hot rolis; 
fresh vegetables, salads, cottage cheese 
and a mint bed in the rear of the 
house! 

Parties go to “Fassifern” for lunch- 
eons or tea, and today there is the 
annual horse show and races of the 
Hunt club, which many of the guests 
of the valley will participate. They are 
starting now, many of the younger ele- 
ment on horseback. Others are going 
in motors, carrying “picnic’’ luncheons. 

For a quieter time and not so long a 
ride: many choose “Valley View” farm 
for luncheon. The big house overlooks 
a valley of enchanting view, and par- 
ties enjoy country cooking inside and

outside the once hospitable old home. 
The “Old and the New.” 


Fn route to the Greenbrier White, a 
new road now branches out to reach 
Oak Grove,” a favored tea house, 
which. old and quaint, stands in the 
shelter of the oaks and is still the pos- 
session of a descendant of the Massey 
family. though over a hundred years 
have passed since Major Thomas ‘Mas- 
sev. a member of General Washington's 
staff. entertained the general there.

Germany is shrewd enough to have fore- 
seen the advantages that would accrue from 
such a situation as this. While protecting 
her own industries tn the event of an early 
end of hostilities and without possible loss 
on her part, she is assisting in maintaining 
the price of a great American product which 
naturally has been seriously depressed by 
the British orders in council closing neutral 
ports and declaring American cotton contra- 
band. 7 

It is within the realm of possibility that

THE CO-OPERATIVE DAIRY. 


Coincident with the coming of the boll 
weevil to Georgia, a number of counties are 
looking to the business of dairying for a so- 
lution in part of the agricultural financial 
problems that are likely to beset them. In 
this connection the question has been asked 
by many Georgia counties as to the success 
of the co-operative creamery system. 

The co-operative dairy plan has been 
productive of some success and some fail- 
ure, and, because of the predominance of the 
latter, has not strongly commended itself to 
many communities which have considered 
this and other plans of co-operative effort. 

There is one Georgia county, however, 
which has made a splendid success of its 
co-operative creamery plan, and other Geor- 
gia counties are making a study of its 
methods. This remarkably successful plant

Our 
capital stock is kept down to about 
half the cost of the plant. We have 
thus removed any temptation for the 
purchase of a controlling interest by 
selfish capitalists. Our plant is owned 
by the farmers, all profits ultimately 
reaching the pockets of those. who 
contribute their product. l feel that 
we have successfully placed our coun- 
ty where the imminent boll weevil 
may come and not bring despair to 
the Putnam county farmers. 


The Putnam county plan is a very simple 
one. With the plant so organized that it is 
impossible for selfish interests to control it, 
the member farmer carries to it his product. 
whether it be of one, ten or a hundred COWS, 
and receives his return accordingly. It is a 
system which unquestionably should result 
in substantial returns if properly operated. 
Georgia counties have something of direct 
value which they may learn from Putnam 
if they are able to follow Putnam’s method.

BEARDING A KING. 


With our ideas of monarchy and all that 
it meatis, it will be difficult for an American 
to believe that a peasant could walk into 
the palace of a European king and tell him 
that if he did thus and so it might cost him 
his head. Yet we are informed in European 
dispatches that M. Stambuliski, leader of 
the agrarian or agricultural party in Bulga- 
ria, did no less than this in communicating 
to King Ferdinand the feeling of the people 
regarding his determination to join the 
Teutonic powers in the European war. 

European dispatches tell of a conference 
in which King Ferdinand of Bulgaria, pre- 
ceding the announcement of his decision to 
turn the Bulgarian armies over to Germany 
and Austria, met leagers of the five parties 
representing the people who are opposed to 
the well-known policy of his administration. 
Each of them in turn is reported as having 
told King Ferdinand that his policy was 
wrong and directly contrary to the wishes 
of the people of Bulgaria. M. Stambuliski 
went further than any of them when, fol- 
lowing the leader of the democrats in the 
assertion that the king’s policy was one of 
adventure contrary to the sentiments and 
interest of the country, he said: 


In the name of the workers in the 
fielas of Bulgaria, I wish to add to the 
words of mv colleague, that the Bulgarian 
people hold you personally responsible, 
rather than your government, for the dis- 
astrous adventure of 1913. If a similar 
adventure were to be repeated the catas- 
trophe would be beyond remedy.

It is inevitable that some disclosures at 
least of the larger subscriptions to mem- 
bership of the underwriting syndicate for 
the Anglo-French loan will be made. They 
may not officially be made, but the proba- 
bilities are that they will be approximately 
correct. None but the members of the syn- 
dicate may know, for instance, exactly the 
amount which Charles M. Schwab will sub- 
seribe. But some information respecting this 
subscription will surely leak out, [t is more 
doubtful whether subscriptions which indus- 
trial corporations that have taken war orders 
in large amounts have made will be made pub- 
lic, but it is commonly understood that 
many of these industrial corporations have 
heen not only willing but eager to take 
part in the subscription. 

One of the industries which 
and is now manufacturing and 
large amount of war orders made 
enter a subser'ption understood to 
$500,000, The managers of this 
looked upon the opportunity from two 
points of view. In the first place, they re- 
garded it as offering a very fine investment 
chance and also an opportunity to secure 
an immediate profit of an amount not to be 
despised.

Those Who Had Faith, 

When the commission which represented 
Great Britain and France began its confer- 
ences with American bankers, there were all 
sorts of conjectures about the success of 
floating a loan in the United States. At 
first the majority opinion appeared to be 
that while the loan would be underwritten 
and might be after a time absorbed, never- 
theless it was not likely to be regarded as 
a popular loan. With this view the bankers 
who were in negotiation with the Anglo- 
French commission did not share. They knew 
what the public had no knowledge of—- 
namely, thaf preparations for this under- 
taking had long been under way, discussed 
as long ago as last winter and in the early 
spring. It was these preliminary and in- 
formal conferences which made it all the 
easier for the American bankers and the 
commissioners from England and France to 
come to agreement within about two weeks 
after the commission met the American 
bankers in New York. 

There are excellent reasons for 
ing that Mr. Morgan and Mr. Davison. W ho 
has been. so intimately associated with Mr.

[ see in The Atlanta Constitution the 
Mexican boll] weevil has now got into 
the state of Georgia, and | see that 
Governor Harris is going to recom- 
mend that the legislature make an ap- 
propriation to fight the boll weevil. I 
want to say that will be money spent 
in vain. There is no way on earth 
to step the ravages of the boll weevil 
only to stop planting cotton. 

You will remember Texas has spent 
thousands of dollars for the last ten 
years and right now while | am writ- 
ing there are more boll weevils in the 
fields ’ Texas than ever before. There 
are thousands of acres of cotton In 
central Texas waist high that wont 
average a boll to the stalk, and next 
year it won't be any use for the ma- 
jority of Texas farmers to plant any 
cotton for the weevil will get it all. 
There are thousands of people leaving 
central Texas and going to west Tex- 
as to plant cotton because the weevil 
is not so bad out in that open prairie 
country and perhaps never will be. 

Now to you Georgia and Alabama 
farmers, whenever the boll weevil gets 
to be plentiful in that seasonable and 
timbered country they will destroy the 
cotton squares just as fast as 
come. I was‘born and reared in 
ern Alabama and I have been in 
as nearly 17 vears, and I know 
they will do when they get to be 
tiful in+that country, and don't 
mistake, they will get there. There is 
only one thing to do—diversify 
crops: raise cattle, sheep, hogs and 
foodstuffs. If you raise any cotton it

This was the largest chureh in the 
State, and he was the youngest man that 
had ever been appointed to so important 
a charge in the State. His mother had been 
a member of this church and he had at- 
tended its Sunday School when a boy, and 
in the old church had first learned his 
alphabet. ‘‘A prophet is not without honor 
save in his own country,’’ but it proved 
otherwise in his ease. He remained here 
four vears, the full limit of the law, and 
‘aised more Dollar Money than had ever 
been raised, not only in the history of this 
church, but of the entire State. He became 
here, in 1886, one of the Dollar Money Kings 
of the entire connection, for which he was 
honored with a gold badge, and this record 
stood for a quarter of a century before any 
other pastor exceeded it. From here he 
was appointed pastor of Pierce Chapel A. 
M. E. Church, Athens, Georgia, in 1889. 
Here he remained three years. In 1891 he 
was elected a delegate to the General Con- 
ference which met in Philadelphia, Pa., in 


May, 1892. This same year he was appoint- 
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Allen Temple, Atlanta. This same year he 
was elected a delegate to the General Con- 
ference, which met in Wilmington, N. C., 
May, 1896. 

In 1899 he was elected leader of the 
delegation of the North Georgia Conference 
to the General Conference, which met in 
Columbus, Ohio, May, 1900. At this con- 
ference he was elected Chairman of the 
lipiscopal Committee, the most important 
committee of the General Conference. Be- 
fore this committee each Bishop has to 
appear for a review of his work and the 
passage of his moral, religious and official 
character. This committee also assigns the 
Bishops to their districts. At this General 
Conference he was appointed a member of 
the Financial Board, which has the over- 
sight of all money raised by the church.

Standing as a monument to the in- 
domitable will and untiring energy for 
the betterment of his race, the hand- 
some Negro Odd Fellows’ building, at 
the corner of Auburn avenue and But- 
ler street, is a shining example of what 
pluck, push and courage .has accom- 
plished through the person of Ben Da- 
vis, a leader among his race, prominent 
in many negro business institutions in 
the citv, a leader in fraternal orders, 
and. altogether, a colored citizen who 
enjoys the confidence and respect of 
Atlantans, regardless of race or color. 

Adjoining the handsome 7-story of- 


fice building, and occupying all-of the block 
along Auburn avenue extending to Butler 
street. is the commodious. auditorium, m 
which many of the largest gatherings of the 
colored race of the city have assembled. 

Without regard to race, creed or color, 
Ben Davis has won the admiration of every 
one cognizant of his tremendous efforts to 
bring about better conditions for his race. 

Scarcely more than ten'years ago the 
colored Odd Fellows of the State composed 
a seattering membership of 6,000 individ- 
uals, the entire wealth of which was less 
than $100. But the year 1915 finds a mem- 
bership of 60,000, and a balance in the treas- 
ury of $50,000, and property valued at more 
than one-half million dollars. All of this 
was brought about by the untiring efforts 
of Benjamin Jefferson Davis. Some idea 
iav be obtained of the financial condition 
of the Odd Fellows’ Organization through 
the fact that the real estate holdings in At- 
lanta alone amount to $500,000, with another 
$100,000 of wealth scattered throughout the 
state. 

The present Odd Fellows’ Headquarters 
was erected in 1912. The interior is deco- 
rated in a highly commendable fashion and 
is really a model of cleanliness and sanitary 
conditions. The main building consists of 
forty-two offices, six stores, six lodgerooms 
and a roof garden. The building is seven 
stories high. The auditorium, which was 
erected a year later, closely follows the 
main building, containing eight stores, sev- 
enteen offices and a theater with a seating 
capacity of fifteen hundred. The rental of 
these two buildings nets the order yearly 
upward of $9,000,

A Monument to Davis---Biographical Sketch 


Born in Dawson, Ga., in the year 
1870, Ben Davis passed his childhood un- 
der the average conditions of a negro child 
of his day. In Ben, however, was born 
an indomitable desire for knowledge and 
an ambition to do whatever his hands 
found to do. He had a longing to do 
service for his race, friends and country. 
To satisfy his desire for education he en- 
tered Atlanta University, where he took 
advantage of every opportunity to better 
his condition, and he never forgets his 
friends who helped him, Hon. QO. B. Ste- 
vens, M. J. Yeomans and others. 

After he left the university, he 
taught school awhile, then he entered the 
Government service. Having joined the 
Order of Odd Fellows at 17 years old, the 
year he entered Atlanta University, his 
mother, Katie Davis, kept up his dues 
while in school. He became a past officer 
in the Odd Fellows in the year 1891 and a 
member of the District Grand Lodge in 


the year 1892. He was elected District 
Grand Treasurer in 1900, in Rome, Ga., 
on the motion of Captain Jackson Me- 
Henry. He was elected Grand Director 
of the National Branch of the Order im 
Yolumbus, Ohio, in 1904, and served two 
years. He was elected Grand Treasurer 
of the National Branch in 1906 at Rich- 
mond, which position he filled four years. 
He was elected Chief Justice of the Sn- 
preme Court of the order in Baltimore in 
1910 and served four years. Heisa 
member of the K. of P. Supreme Circle, 
the Knights of Tabor, director of the 
Standard Life Insurance Company, stock- 
holder of the Atlanta State Savings Bank 
and other negro organizations. 

He lives happily at home with his 
family at 286 Martin street. He has a 
wife, two bright ehildren and an aged 
mother to support. Ben, as he is best 
known, enjoys the confidence and respect 
of his neighbors and fellow citizens with- 
out regard to race or color.. He is one of 
our most useful and helpful citizens. 


min J. Davis, District Grand Secretary, is 
the Compulsory Insurance idea; every mem- 
ber being compelled to carry a death bene- 
fit of not less than $300 nor more than $500. 
This alone has done much to provide for the 
families of the members of the order who, 


heretofore, when death entered their midst, 


were left in a pitiful and desperate condi- 
tion. 

The highest evidence of the regard and 
confidence with which Ben Davis is held 
in the State and throughout the South was 


evidenced by his unanimous re-election at 
Athens, Ga., in August as District Grand 
Secretary for the next two vears. ‘To fully 
realize the work which he is doing for his 
race and country, not as a master, but as 
a servant, can best be had by a visit to his 
place and inspecting the great plant of the 
Negro Odd Fellows and talking with the 
man of his ups and downs and his successes. 
That he has performed his duty faithfully 
and conscientiously is best read in his 
achievements. That he is given full credit 
for his ability and confidence for his integ- 
rity by the members of his race, and that 
his worth and character are fully known 
and appreciated by the white people 
throughout the South, are self-evident.

How Man’s Mind Works in Waves and Strikes 


HE time is past when workers and 
employers feel that the mind no less 

than the body may be handled in a 
crude and unintelligent manner. Expert- 
ments in psychological laboratories have 
shown that the mind acts in waves, and, 
after being worked for a few hours, the 
thought waves become shorter and weaker. 
Under ideal conditions all workers 
would have periods of work. followed by 
short periods of rest. This principle is 
clearly set forth in a book called “Making 
the Most of One’s Mind,” by John Adame. 
The diagram Hiustrates what takes 
place in a period of two hours’ work. Be- 
ginning at A the effectiveness of the work, 
so far from increasing rapidly, begins at 
first by actually decreasing. This results 
from the distraction that we experience 
at the beginning of a lesson. We are busy 
nghting against all the other interests that 
claim our attention. But when we have 
settled our account with the matters that 
occupied our minds just before the lesson 
began, and that have made a fight for their

Red Poppy Crop on Battlefields 


HERE is a brisk discussion in France 

between the scientific people and the 
sentimental, tradition-loving peasants. It 
has been noticed that all the battlefields of 
northern France where blood was shed last 
year are a-wave with red poppies, which 
grow everywhere and border all the roads. 
The peasants see in it the aftermath of the 
blood shed in the fights of last autumn. 

Scientific men point out that it is merely 
the natural result of the fields being thrown 
out of cultivation. But at least the peas- 
ants have tradition on their side. The 
dreadful battle of Landen in 1°18, when 


the victorious French and the defeated 
allies left on the field between them some 
twenty thousand dead, produced a similar 
phenomenon. 

Lord Perth, writing to his sister in the 
following summer, described the appear- 
ance of the field in words which gave 
Macaulay an opportunity for a character- 
istic flight. “During many months the 
ground was strewn with skulls and bones 
of horses and men. * * * The next 
summer the soil, fertilized by twenty thou- 
sand corpses, broke forth into millions of 
poppies.”

Why Fat Boys Often Crave Sweets 


HEN “Fatty,” as the boys call him, 
WV its on the grass watching the game 
in which he never takes part, sucking 
lollypops or munching sweets, he is prob- 
ably a victim of hypopituitarism. Which 
means that his pituitary gland is unde- 
veloped or diseased, and is either secret- 
ing fluids that produce an abnormal ab- 
sorption of the substances that produce 
fat, of is not secreting the fluids that in- 
hibit such absorption. 

In a recent address Dr. J. M. Anders of 
England told of the usual causes of obesity 
and how extreme fatness should be treated 
and cured. The causes may be summed up 
in his first sentence: “Obesity is a dis- 
order of metabolism, caused mainly by 
either defective oxidation of the foodstuffs 
or an excessive intake of food.” 

There are two kinds of fat persons, the 
plethoric or full-blooded and the anaemic 
or poor-blooded. The latter condition: gen- 


erally follows a severe illness or a sur 
gical operation that has necessitated a long 
period of enforced rest. 

It is a great mistake for anyone to at 
tempt heroic measures to rid himself of 
superabundant fat. He will . probably 
overdo it and then have to take a long rest 
in which the corpulent condition wil] tw 
come worse than ever. 

The physician, if consulted, will orde: 
a diet. At first the food and drink mus’ 
be carefully measured, but as soon as the 
patient has learned to estimate accurate}, 
this weighing may be dispensed with. “Fat 
reduction must be slowly progressive,” said 
Dr. Anders. “And if too rapid the dietar, 
must be enlarged, especially with regard to 
carbohydrates and fats.” There is no gen- 
eral rule for a dietary, and this must be 
regulated according to the individual pa- 
tient. Attention to details is vitally impor- 
tant, and the progress must be watched. 


French Invent Odd Offensive Gun 


HIS strange French gun is supplied 


with a parapet mounting which adapts 
itself particularly for fortress defense. 
The gun itself is similar to many used in 
aeroplane service, but its mounting in this 
instance fits it for use behind ramparts 
and intrenchments in defensive action, and 
even in scaling walls and preastworks of 
the enemy during offensive operations.

Finer children and still many neg- 
lect the right care of those organs 


that make for health and good lcoks. 
If vou want your child to have a right 
start in life it is your business to ive 
plenty of care to her teeth, eyes and 
hearing. 

If you have been a mother you know 
what pride you have taken in seeing 
baby cut her first teeth. It is with 
real impatience you await the coming 
of the teeth one by one. There are 
twenty milk teeth—temporary or de- 
ciduous teeth, as they are also called-- 
and their irruption constitutes the first 
In each jaw they include 
incisors, two lateral in- 
cisors, two canines, two anterior mo- 
lars and two posterior molars. The 
eanine teeth of the upper jaw are com- 
monly called eye teeth and those of 
the lower jaw the stomach teeth. 

The teeth are cut in distinct groups, 
1 pause between the eruption of 
group. The first group of the 
milk teeth to appear usually consists 
of the lower central incisors, which 
come through the gum at about the 
age of seven months. 

Then occurs a pause of three to eight 
weeks, followed by the appearance of 
the second group of the four upper in- 


cisors.

A second pause now takes place last-. 


ing from one to three months, followed 
bv the eruption of the third group of 
teeth -namely, the four anterior 
molars and the two lateral incisors 
which appear at the age of from 12 to 
months. 

It is extremely important for you to 
care for your baby’s mouth if you want 
her to grow up with strong and healthy 
teeth. Long before the baby com- 
mences to teeth you should take a soft 
handkerchief and wash off the gums 
twice a day and even oftener if you 
have the time. As soon as the baby 
gets her first teeth buy a small, soft 
‘tooth brush and brush the teeth after 
every meal. 

Water and a little bit of salt will act 
as a mouth wash fora very young 
baby. When the baby commences to 
eat solid food it is well to use a good 
tooth powder with the water. In 
brushing the teeth always brush down 
and forward from the gum because 
this is the easiest way of cleansing 
them. 

When the first teeth loosen you can 
pull them for your child if they are 
very loose, otherwise let a dentist do 
it for her. When thé second teeth make 
their appearance see that they start 
growing straight and that they are 
not too close to crowd one upon an- 
other. As soon as you notice any 
crooked ones let your dentist 
straighten them by putting on a brace. 

This may look a little awkward while 
she is wearing it, but it will add much 
to her comfort in later life. As early 
as possible the child should be taught 
to use the tooth brush twice a day.

of decay have the tooth filled. If you 
want your child to have healthy teeth 
do not let her eat too many sweets. 

It has been found that many a child 
is backward at school and often dis- 
obedient because her eyes have been 
neglected in childhood. If your little 
girl is cross or complains of headaches 
take her to an oculist and see if she 
has any trouble with her eyes such as 
near-sightedness or astigmatism. Put- 
ting on glasses is sure to remedy this 
evil and strengthen her eyes. You 
may not fancy the idea of having your 
child wear glasses when she is young. 
But this will prevent her from wear- 
ing them when she is older. 

Long before that time you should 
strengthen and cleanse your child's 
eyes by washing them out every day 
with a little tepid water or a solution 
of boracic acid. 

Be careful how your child uses her 


eyes in reading or studying. The light 
should come from over a shoulder and 
never fall direcily on the ‘book. If a 
reading lamp is used it should be pro- 
tected by a shade to keep off the 
strong light. Do not let your child 
get into the comfortable but bad habit 
of reading or studying in bed. RBRead- 
ing in a reclining posture puts an 
added strain on the eyes. If she has 
much studying or reading to do let it 
be done in periods of work and rest. 
If you notice that she has weak eyes 
they can be strengthened by bathing 
them daily in tepid water or by wash- 
ing them with boracic acid. 

It is equally important, if not more 
so, for you to give the ear time and 
care, for it is so easily injured. If 
you are worried Wecause your baby’s 
ears project too much from the face 
you can tie them back at night with a 
soft handkerchief, but do not use any 
leather straps that may injure the 
hearins

New Inlet for War Materials. 


HE new Russian railroad from 
Petrograd to the Arctic Ocean is 
announced as complete. The new 
line connects the whole of west- 
ern Russia with the ice free ocean 
of the north, and at the same 
time opens up a new and direct 
route by which Russia can re- 
eeive unlimited supplies of muni 
tions of war. The time set for 
completion was October 1. This 
time linit was exceeded by fully three weeks. The

greatest undertakings 4n modern railroad construe- 


tion. The entire distance covered is about 1,200 
miles. The route traversed is from Petrograd to 
Petrozavodsk and Kem, northward via Kem to 
Katidelax, Kola and finally to Fkaterina, on the 
Arctic Ocean. The building of the new railroad was 
romimenced last spring, when it ~vas found that the 
existing Archangel-Petrograd route could not handle 
the immense amount of war munitions traffic being 
offered at the port of Archangel.

. side supplies during the present war, with the excep- 
tion of the Norvik-Tolnea route. The last named 
shipments had to be broken and reshipped at the 
Gulf of Bothnia, all of whieh caused 
and added to the difficulties.

commission of high Russian government officials in 
the United States engaged in buying and shipping as 
fast as possible all the requirements for the Ekaterina 
to that port. 

If was Governor A. BP. Engelhardt, of Archangel, 
who first called attention to the value of Ekaterina 
as a possible commercial port. This was in 1906. 
During that year Governor Engelhardt made an ex- 
tensive inspection trip around the western shores of 
the White Sea and thence to the Kola Gulf. The 
town of Kola is located about thirty-three miles in- 
land from Ekaterina, in an arm of Kola Gulf. This 
port is not open the year around, since it does not 
feel the effects of the coast waters in a manner sim- 
ilar to Kxaternia. Governor Englehardt seported ad- 
y("sely on auy attempt to develop Kola, pointing out 
difficulties of navigation due to ice in winter

Governor Engelhardt fully appreciated the diffi- 
culties encountered in the Archangel route in attempt- 
ing to keep open communication with his capital in 
winter time. The railroad itself from Archangel to 
Warsaw was kept open in winter time with no 
trouble. In this respect there were no gfeater ob- 
stacles encountered than were met daily throughout 
the winter nionths in the Trans-Siberian road. The 
Archangel railway had been in service several years 
when Governor Engelhardt made his recommenda- 
tions with reference to Ekaterina. The Governor 
called for a broad gauge, double track read to the 
last named port instead of the single track road 
Which existed to Archangel.

The Ermak was 
built by the Armstrongs, of Newcastle on Tyne, from 
designs prepared by Admiral Mackinoff, of the Rus- 
sian navy. Admiral Mackinoff is the officer who 
perished with the battle ship Pretropaviosk during 
the Russian-Japanese war. In 1893 the Admiral, 
with some Russian officers, spent several weeks on 
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This bay is about one mile to 
the southwest of the harbor of Ekaterina, The Bay 
of Kislala offers shelter for small steamships. The 
distance to Ekaterina Harbor is well defined by light- 
houses and there are no shoais to be avoided. A tele- 
graph line now extends from Ekaterina practically 
as far west as the Norwegian botindary; that is to 
say, along the entire Murman coast.

The Ermak was a 10,000-ton vessel, and it is 
said she cut through, in one instance, ice twelve feet 
thick in the Gulf of Finland. She was lost in the Arc- 
tic in later years. Sister craft of the Ermak were 
able to keep Archangel open last winter for a period 
of several weeks after and later than the usual close 
period, but during the dead of winter the ice breakers 
were powerless to open a way for munitions of war 
to reach that port. However, when the fact became 
firmly impressed in the mind of the Russian govern- 
ment that no human means covld break through th: 
ice in the White Sea in the middie of winter the re- 
course was had to the recommendations of Governor 
Engelhardt. The official’s advice came at the very 
nick of time, as it were, and no sooner was it recalled 
thah the orders were issued to reach Ekaterina by 
rail and spare no expense.

Ekaterina Harbor. 


Ekaterina Harbor has been called the vpen window 
by which Russia may now lIqok out not only toward 
Europe, but on the whole wide world beyond. All 
that has been needed to make the window accessible 
has been railway connection with Petrograd. 

The waters of Ekaterina Harbor are always as 
calm as a mill pond. This 
strongest blows are prevailing in the Arctic Ocean. 
The harbor is calm by reason of the shelter afforded 
by the Island of Ekaterina. This island lies between 
the harbor and the ocean and its perpendicular cliffs 
serve aS a complete windbreak. <A beautiful stream 
of fresh water flows into the harbor from the south- 
west. This stream never freezes over. The harbor 
proper of Ekaterina lies about ten miles distant from 
the ocean. The depth of the water inside the harbor 
varies from ten to fifteen fathoms, which insures 
good anchorage. The Island of Ek..terina, by reason 
of its perpendicular cliffs, does not afford good build- 
ing ground for warehouses, and Governor Engelhardt 
recommended building the principal warehouses, in 
order that Ekaterina be developed as a commercia!

frontier is called the Murman coast, or 
“Murman.”’ The boundary line 
with Norway begins at the juncture of the River 
Voriem with the Northern Ocean. The earliest set- 
tlement in the Murman recorded by Russian chroni- 
cles was at Kem, in 1264. Owing to the continual 
warfare waged by Ivan the Terrible with Sweden, 
IXola became a place of importance by strategic rea- 
sous, and became the citadel of Kola. 
About the same period the monastery of Pechenga 
wis founded in the Murman. This monastery in 
name flourishes to-day. The Swedes sacked the 
monastery in 1550 and put all the monks to the sword. 
For more than three hundred years the monastery of 
Pechenga remained in ruins, and it was only in 1890 
that a new one was erected, about sevehteen miles 
from the former cloister. The monastery has since 
been removed to its former site and a ,ost and tele- 
graph station erected there. The monastery stands 
as a watch tower in the far north for the Orthodox 
Russian Church. It exercised a powerful 
political and moral influence in preserving for Russia 
the remote north. The baptized Lapps 
remain zealous members of the Greek Church. 

Peter the Great made of Kola a fortress town, but 
in 1780, during the reign of Catherine II., the fortress 
at Kola was pulled down and abolished and the place 
turned into a district town. The arsenal and ord- 
nance stores were removed to Ekaterina Harbor, dis- 
tant thirty-three miles from Kola, where it was pro- 
posed even then to construct a naval port. The idea 
was not carried out, so in 1801 the military stores 
were sent to the Solovetski monastery. Ekaterina 
was destroyed by the English in 1809, and the same 
fate befell IKwola in 1855. Russia has done much to 
encourage commercial development in the Murman. 
Settlers in the Murman are exempted from military 
can import wares of all sorts in 
any craft without payment of duties, have the right 
to migrate from one province to another, may Carry 
on every kind of commercial business in the Murman 
without taking out licenses and may claim exemption 
from payment of dues. 

In other words, the Murman enjoys absolutely 
free trade in foreign goods, the only exception being 
that the Russian government prohibits the importa- 
tion of foreign spirituous liquors to the Murman 
coast and represses the sale of any or all liquor. 

The physical aspects of the Murman coast—that 
country which is now reached-by the Ekatérina rail- 
way direct—disclose a littoral of an almost unbroken 
series of bare granite cliffs, marked here and there 
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WAY FROM PETROGRAD TO THE. 
CEAN. 

Gulf Stream, which branch is sometimes referred to 
as the North Cape stream. Spring, brifiging with it 
fogs and showers, and ushering in flights of sea 
birds, begins about the early part of April and con- 
tinues to the end of May. The average temperature 
during this period is 37 degrees Fahrenheit. 

Summer, the season of eternal daylight and of toil- 
some labors at the factofies, lasts from the end of 
May to the end of July. The mean summer temper- 
ature is 52 degrees Fahrenheit. Toward the end of 
summer mushrooms and ferns may be gathered. 
Autumn sets in about the end of July and comes to 
ali end about the middle of October, when fogs again 
prevail. The birds commence to desert the coast 
and the fishetfmen ffom adjacent countries quit the 
region. The Mutman, by the end of autumn, takes 
on a desert d appearance. The average autumn tetm- 
perattire is 37.5 degrees Fahrenheit. 

Winter in the Murman lasts from 
tober to the middle o* end of March, 
perature being 17 degrees Fahrenheit. 
great abundance, forming drifts often of sixteen to 
eighteen feet in the hills. The snow never entirely 
disappears even in the summer. ‘The Arctic waters 
of the coast never freeze during any part of the win- 
ter, nor are ice floes encountered. The small inlets 
get only thin coats of ice, with blocks of no great size 
or force floating abo. t, here and there, but never to 
such an extent as fo interfere with navigation. The 
reign of perpetual night, lit up by the mafvellous 
Northern Lights, or, as they are termed in the Mur- 
man, “Spolokli,” lasts from about November 25 to 
January 21. 

The population of the Murman is for the most 
part made up of fishermen, many of Whom come 
from the district of Archangel, others from Kem 
and Wezen. They start, as a rule, about the begin- 
ning of March, tramping through Kandélax. to Kola, 
where the steamer of the Archangel-Murman Steam- 
ship Company, which winters at Ekaterina harbof, 
conveys them to their fishing rendezvous. Fishitiz 
generally ends about the third week in August, when 
the men hurry homeward. The ¢atch is either taken 
to Archangel or shipped by vessel to Norway. It is 
a curious fact that the Gulf of Kola tn the winter 
time swaritns with sharks. They aré caught solely 
for the liver oil. 
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Rolling Stock and Locomotives. 

The rolling stock and equipment tised on the new 
Ekaterina line will be partly American and péaftly 
Russian. The American @ngines and cars niust be 
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built to Russian specifications. Under normal ¢on- 
ditions Russia could supply all necessary cars and 
other equipment, but the demands of the present war 
have created conditions so abnormal that outside 
help is heeessary. The new road will use manr 
Mallet compound engines of the type built by the Kol- 
omna Works of Russia. Mallet compound engines of 
American construction were used among the first 
assigned to the Archangel! railroad, but of late years 
the Russian government has not had to draw on 
foreign countries for rolling stock. The engines 
built by the Kolomna Works may be regarded 
as standard in type of those used by the Russian 
State railways. The Kolomna Works are located 
on the Moska River, in the vienity of Golutyn, a 
station of the Moscow-Kasan Railroad. The annual 
production of these works is estimated at $6,000,000. 
To date the Kolomna Works have built about fire 
thousand locomotives and the annual output of cats 
is approximately three thousand. The number of 
men employed is 7.500, and the hours of labor are 
ten a mun. Many of the departments run continu- 
ously twenty-four hours a day. The ten wheel com 
pound passenger locomotive of the Mallet system 
used on the middle Siberian railroad is of a type 
approximating to that used on the Archangel road. 
and it is to be presumed it will be the type used on 
the Ekaterina railway. 

The principal characteristics of this locomotive

At the Kolomna Works all parts of the 
locomotive except the boiler tubes and special pat- 
ented appliances are made in the shops of that com- 
pany from the raw material.

The Russian standard railway gauge is five feet. 
This is wider than the Ainerican gauge. In conse- 
quence the riding is easier, assuming that the rouds 
are as well made, and there is much gained from 
an engineering standpoint, particularly in the ability 
to keep weight down. 

Russian railroads are run on schedules. Ifa train 
loses time it drops back into the next schedule or is 
passed along by one station master to another. There 
is practically no effort made to make time. The 
trains are run on a sOmewhat dependable basis of 
speed, and it ‘is remarkable how well they keep up 
to the schedule. Such a thing as a train despatcher 
as known in American railroading is unknown in 
Russia. 

For the new Ekaterina railway, owing to tbe 
tremendous pressure of war conditions, the Russian 
locomotive shops will be unable to provide engines 
in sufficient numbers. It is expected that Americap 
works will provide at the outset not fewer than fifty 
heavy compound engines to take the rails at Ekater- 
iva immediately upon being lauded there. 


Archangel Railroad. 


The first railroad built to reach the Arctle from 
l‘etrograd was the now existing V ologda-Archangel 
railway. This road was begun in 1895 and was 
opened to daily traffic in November, 1897. The road 
Was built through uninhabited regions, through for- 
est wilds that had never known the foot of man ang 
over tundras and deep swamps. ‘To-day one is able 
to travel through this country rapidly and without 
interruption. The distance from Archangel to Vo- 
logda is 896 miles and the distance from Archangel 
to Moscow is 700 miles. The Archangel road is cuoy- 
nected with the Trans-Siberian by way of Kollars, in 
the Northern Dwina. The Archangel line is a sin- 
gle track railway and the tremendous business 
which has flooded Archangel since the beginning of 
the war has proved too much for the single track 
cofinection. All accounts agree that the quays at 
Archangel are glutted with goods awaiting forward- 
ing. It was largely because of this situation that 
the Russian authorities decided to reach Kkaterina 
harbor and to build a double track ruad while about 
it. Even with the Ekaterina line running Archangel 
will continue to be a port of importance, and ‘it is 
freely predicted tliat the Russlan authorities wij 
double track the Archangel route. 


Russian Railroads. 

The first Russian tailway dates from 1835 and was 
built from Petrograd to Tsarskoe Selo, eighteen miles 
south of the capital and a favorite imperial -esért.

Britain: and that all pending boundary 
disputes should go for settlement to a 
board of joint commissions.

fiscation of debts or the invalidation of 
contracts between individuals. 
The door of trade between the two 
countries it opened wide. 

Trade between America and the Brit- 
ish East Indies also it made free. 

Only the clause governing trade with 
the British West Indies was unsatis- 
factory. 

it provided that no American vessel 
of more than seventy tons burden 
should be admitted to that trade, and 
that no sugar, molasses, coffee, cocoa, 
or cotton should ever be ,exported 
thence in American bottoms to EBuro- 
pean ports. 

That clause the senate rejected. 

It was October, 1795, before better 
terms could be obtained andthe treaty 
finally completed.

The treaty undoubtedly left England 
still free to impress American seamen; 
to close the ports of France, if she 
could, against ships laden with provi- 
sions, though they were neutral craft 
and carried no article of war; to shut 
America forcibly off from trade with 
the French West Indies, which France 
herself had declared free while the war 
Should last, and to confiscate all French 
gzoods found on American vessels. 

“The treaty from one end to the 
other,’ exclaimed Mr. Madison, “must 
be regarded as a demonstration that 
the party to which the envoy belongs 
is a British party, systematically aim- 
ing at an exclusive connection with the 
British government, and ready to sac- 
rifice to that object as well the dear- 
est interests of our commerce as the 
most sacred dictates of national honor,” 
and many another sober man, whose 
sentiment was not for France or the 
rights of man, but for the new gov- 
ernment and the hard-bought independ- 
ence of America, echoed the painful 
conviction. 

t was no light thing to play so hum- 
ble a part. 

Washington himself 
earnestly sought counsel 
ter.

Federalist majorities were returned 
to both houses of congress in the au- 
tumn of 1796, notwithstanding the 
French frenzy and the treaty; and Mr. 
Adams was chosen president, 

It was a narrow margin of prefer- 
ence. 

When Washington gave place to his 
successor a certain distinction seemed 
to pass from the office of president, 
which only he, whom all the ~world 
knew, could give it. é 

Mr. Adams had a national standing 
second to no man’s save Washington 
himself; but he had not stood, as Wash- 
ington had, in the gaze of the whole 
world, the maker of a nation, and when 
he became president affairs seemed to 
settle to a more workaday level, where 
parties could fight upon a parity, unem- 
barrassed by the president’s personal 
prestige. 

Mr. Adams had shown a dignity, a 
capacity and a devotion in the public 
service which had marked him both at 
home and abroad as a statesman of the 
highest principle and the most excel- 
lent gifts; but he was still the John 
Adams of the revolution, stung by 
jealousies which he tried in vain to

War with England had been avoid- 
ed, but not war with France. 

France had hoped for and expected 
the success of the Jeffersonian demo- 
etats in the elections; the French 
minister to the United States had 
even so far forgotten himself as to 
make a plea in the public prints for 
the principles and the party of Jef- 
ferson, the friend of France, had ut- 
tered thinly veiled threats that the 
success of the federalists in the presi- 
dential election would lead France to 


'regard America as virtually an Eng- 


lish dependency and to be treated as 
if as much an enemy as England her- 
self. 
The cockade of the French repub- 
lic became for the nonce the embiem 
of the partisans of Mr. Jefferson. 

The struggle for the presidency 
looked for a little like a ame be- 
tween French and English for, polit- 
ical advantage. 

With such wy in the air the 
success of the federalists was the 
more_assured. 

The country’s irritation over Mr. 
Jay's treaty, it is true, had not cooled, 
and the federalists seemed too much 
in the English interest to please men 
whose patriotism was quick to be 


jealous and take alarm, and the. un- 
blushing aggressions of the French 
and their paitisans were for the mo- 
ment worse yet, and the’ federalists 
kept their posts of authority. 

When once the. result of the elec- 
tion was known France put away all 
pretence of friendship. 

Already she had declared 
released from the treaties of com- 
merce and alliance by which she had 
bound herself to .the United States 
in 1778—released by the mere fact 
that Mr. Jay had negotiated and the 
United States had accepted a treaty 
with England. 

Ever since 1797 she had been seiz- 
ing American ships and cargoes on 
the high seas as she pleased, as free- 
ly and with as little regard for right 
as England herself. 

Her depredasions upon the 
merce of the country had been 
serious than those of England only 
because her cruisers were less nu- 
merous than the English and did not 
move as freely upon the seas. 

She even extended her seizures, 
searches and confiscations to the very 
waters of the United States them- 
selves. 

General Washington, during the 
closing months of his term as presi- 
dent, had recalled Mr. Monroe, then 
the minister of the United States to 
Paris, deeming him too much infat- 
uated with French principles, too sen- 
timental a friend of the government 
to which he + was accredited, to act 
with proper vigor. 

The directory of the heady republic 
refused to receive any other minister 
in his place until its grievances against 
the United States had been redressed. 

Its grievances were summed up in 
America’s friendship for England, and 
Mr. Jay’s treaty as an earnest of that 
frjendship. 

Mr. Adams hurried three ambassa- 
dors over sea to secure accommodation 
and avoid war: Mr. John Marshall, Mr. 
Elbridge Gerry and Mr. Charles Cotes- 
worth Pinckney (June, 1797). 

M. Talléyrand, the foreign Sinister 
of the directory, would not treat with 
them in-person. His agents (MM. “X,” 
“YY” and “Z,”" the ambassadors de- 
Signated them in their dispatches) pre- 
scribed terms alike dishonorable and 
humiliating; even demanded money, “a 
great deal of money,” “for the pockets 
of the directory,” as the price of ac- 
commodation; and war became in- 
evitable. 

“I will never send another minister 
to France,” declared Mr. Adams, in a 
message to congress, “without assur- 
ances that he will be received, re- 
spected and honored as the repre- 
sentative of a great, free, powerful 
and independent nation.”

But fortunately the exposure of the 
intrigue attempted by the agents of 
M. Talleyrand had made a most unfa- 
vorable impression in France itself; 
Tallevrand saw that he must undo what 
he had done; and intimations were 
given early in 1799 that France would 
receive a minister from the United 
States and discuss honorable terms of 
accommodation. 

By the time commissioners of the 
United States were ready to discuss 
terms at Paris (March 30, 1800) the 
directory was no longer in charge of 
the affairs of France. 

The consulate had been set 
Napoleon Bonaparte was first consul, 
a master of men at least, with. whom 
it was possible to make definite agree- 
ments, as if with a real government. 

The terms of agreement, however, 
were by no means easy to decide upon. 

The American commissioners were 
instructed to secure indemnification for 
the losses France had wrongfully in- 
fliicted on American commerce; they 
were also instructed to secure the 
formal abrogation of the treaty of 17738, 
which had accorded to French pri- 
vateers privileges in’ American ports 
which it was no longer wise or con- 
venient to accord them, and which had 
pledged the United States to such a 
défense of the French possessions in 
the West Indies as they no lé6nger 
felt justified in undertaking. 

But they could not get both indem- 
nification and a release from the 
treaties. 

They were obliged to forego com- 
pensation for the French spoliations in 
and relieve them- 
burdensome obligations 
the treaty of 1778, which, there 
|having been no formal declaration of 
war, they could not insist upon having 
escaped from. 

A twelve-vyear convention, restoring 
amicable relations between the two 
countries, securing neutral ships 
against search and seizure, embodying 
a sensible and enlightened code of defi- 
nitions. with regard to the rights of 
belligerents and neutrals, and adjust- 
ing minor’ questions of dispute, was 
all that they could get. 

By February, 18091, such terms as 
could be had were*agreed upon.

sense of inferiority; and opinion seem- 
ed about to regain tone and self-posses- 


sion. 

But moderate counsels forsook the 
ruling party in the midst of its appar- 
ent triumph.

Throughout all that time a storm of 
bitter defamatory criticism had beat 
upon the federalists, which unsettled 
their temper and broke their self-tre- 
straint at the very height and crisis 
of their success, 

They had been intrusted with the con- 
duct of the government again and 
again by the free suffrages of the coun- 
try, and yet they were assailed with 
every slander and defamed from half 
the presses of the towns by the repub- 
lican partisans of France, who were 
also suffered and encouraged to be 
spokesmen against them in every do- 
mestic policy. 

It intensified their resentment and 
seemed to them a most sinister sign 
of peril to the country and its gov- 
ernment that a great many of the men 
who were their bitterest enemies and 
who used the public prints most scan- 
dalously and unscrupulously against 
them, were foreigners—Frehchmen and 
ienglishmen who were not even citizens, 
but mere adventurers, the irresponsible 
agents of a reckless and almost revolu- 
tionary agitation, which might jeopard 
the very existence of the young gov- 
ernment, but ten years established, over 
which they had been bidden to preside. 

They, therefore, during June and 


July, 1798, passed through congress four 


drastic statutes, aimed awainst aliens 
and against all, whether aliens or citi- 
zens, who should foster any kind of se- 
dition. 

A naturalization act (June 18,1798) 
increased the period of residence for 
these who would become citizens from 
five to fourteen years. 

An alien act (June 25) and a sedition 


lact (July 14) authorized the arrest and 


deportation of turbulent and dangerous 
adiens at the discretion of the president, 
even in time of peace, and the arrest, 
trial, and punishment of any one who 
should either unlawfully combine with 
Others to oppose any measure of gov- 
ernment or “write, print, utter, or pub- 
lish” anything with intent to defame 
the president or the houses of congress, 
or to weaken their authority and bring 


‘them into contempt. 


An act directed against alien ene- 
mies (July 6) authorized the president 
in time of war to restrain, secure, or~

Mary Pickford 
was ofie of the group of artists as- 
sembled in .the Imp studios when 
Laemmie and Powers began their 
pioneering. 

From that moment the motion pic- 
ture business began to thrive and pro- 
gress. New blood came in from time 
to time, and soon the game was recog-

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DRIVE AT DARDANELLES 


London.—( Correspondence of the As- 
sociated -Press.)—The hope that the 
forcing of the Dardanelles might be ac- 
complished by the middle of October, 
when the weather and the tides 
Jikely, to become more formidable, 
been often discussed wherever British 
officers meet Not that there will be 
any diminution of effort after that time, 
but there is a full realization that 
ditions will then become far less 
vorable. 

An observer who has the 
Marmora vicinity for thirty years, mak- 
ing ciose meteorological records, while 
admitting that the winter i; 
agreeable for military achiévem 
describes what sort of weather 
expected and gives these general obser- 
vations, in The Westminster Gagette: 

“To those who have relatives or 
friends at the Dardanelles, let them 
send good, strong, warm stockings for 
the men, besides the usual waistcoats 
and mufflers, and as for creature com- 
forts, sweets, chocolate, and tobacco, 
especially cigarettes It is the Turks 
who will suffer from the eold they 
cannot stand it long, and being fed 
generally mainly on bread, they have 
no stamina to meet cold w eather. Most 
of their troops come from warm 
climes.”

the last week. but many people call it 
the most glorious month of the year. 
The battle of Lule Bourgas was fought 
three years ago on fifth, sixth and 
seventh of that month, in a storm 
raging rain and succeeded by 
several nights of which 
caused the death of many a wounded 
and neglected soldier. Another vear 
there was a heavy snowstorm on No- 
vember 16-17; yet after such setbacks 
the weather usually recovers and 
grows warmer. 

No real winter need be looked for. he 
Says, till the middle of January when 
there are heavy snows whith have been 
known to lie Six weeks, and with them 
come the gales which may make the 
supply from the sea a difficult task. He 
points out that of late years no grea 
cold has visited the Marmora, though 
in 1893 the Golden Horn from the in- 
ner bridge of Constantinople was fro- 
zen so people walked about on the ice 
and floes were about for several weeks, 
this being an exceptional season. Win- 
ter is said to have finished always 
by the middle of April. ; 

That this naturalist has confined his 
observations to land and not to sea 
conditions may make him more opti- 
mistic about the climate which the 
British seem to regard as likely to in- 
crease their difficulties materially. One 
writer with the expedition has com- 
mer.ced on the general expectation that 
there will be very arduous work for the 
destroyers, trawlers and picket boats, 
as well as for the larger ships when 
the gales begin to come up out of the 
southwest. and that undoubtedly is 
perfectly understood by all in charge 
of the operations. 

On the other hand, the defenders of 
the straits are making the most of the 
weather probabilities to encourage 
thein supporters. For example, The 
Berlin Lokal Anzeiger reports that the 
Turks are expecting another furious 
attack “before the equinoctial storms 
arrive to prevent absolutely the con- 
tinuance of the campaign until spring.” 
The same paper says the equinoctial 
storms in this region, particularly in

Although it will 
hardly rank as one of the “best-sel- 
lers,”’ or achieve the sort of immor- 
tality for the author, Charles E. Van 
Loan’s series of “Buck Parvin” stories 
is a fresh, readable book, brimming 
with laughable incidents and _ inter- 
sected by a vein of rich humor. 

“Buck Parvin” is a person of 
“movie” land—an actor for the: pic- 
tures. He is a breezy, wholesome char- 
acter, fresh from the cow ranch and 
western plains, recruited for the cam- 
era on strength of his riding abili- 
ties, and retained in the hearts of the 
actor-folk because of his agreeable 
disposition and quaint personality. 

There is said by the publishers of 
“Buck Parvin” to be an actual “Buck,” 
a real, live, flesh-in-the-blood man, 
whose conduct furnished material for 
the character Van Loan has preserved 
in fiction. Van Loan, himself, admits 
that there is a real “James Montague,”’ 
the director and a leading character 
of the stories, in the person of Hobart 
Bosworth, the popular actor-director 
who so recently achieved renown by 
supervising and acting a number of 
Jack London’s great sea stories. 

If you are a devotee to the movies, 
you will relish “Buck Parvin,” and 
will hardly throw him back upon the 
shelf before you have read him twice. 
Intimate scenes “behind the_ scenes” 
of the moving picture game add a fasci- 
nation to the stories, and the reader 
is given a delightful insight into the 
private lives and into the characters 
of the “phantom” stars who entertain 
us daily upon the screen. 

You will like the severe contrast of 
the sincere, unaffected westerner, un- 
couth in garb, perhaps, and a bit un- 
polished in manners, but sincere and 
wholesome, withal, with the _ effete, 
affected actors and actresses who 
cherish the belief that the sun rises 
and sets for them alone, and that the 
world would stop stock still if they 
onee gave up. the candle. 

“Buck Parvin’s” homely philosophy, 
and his crude manners endear him. His 
mishaps are laughable, and many of 
his deeds are exciting. Taken, all in 
all. Charles E. Van Loan did not spend 
eaneattinnty those several smonths he 
sojourned with Hobart Bosworth’s 
troupe of picture folk “getting local 
color" for his “Buck Parvin” stories.

SWARMS OF BEBGARS 
THROUGHOUT POLAND 


Lodz, Poland.—(Correspondence of 
the Associated Press.)—An increased 
number of beggars is a sight common 
to all cities in territory occupied by 
the military forces, but nowhere in the 
other cities visited by the Assoclated 
Press correspondent who writes this 
are there such numbers nor do they 
display such pertinacity as here. In 
Lodz they follow the pedestrian for 
Square after square, hands stretched 
out, whining constantly They await 
one outside the shops which he enters; 
they even enter the shops and restau- 
rants. 

This is but one of the signs of the 
apalling destitution which has already 
come upon many of the inhabitants. 
Actual hunger is a daily guest in thou- 
sands of homes; in other thousands it 
stands at the door. If the coming win- 
ter sees the war atill going on, there 
will be misery and want indescribable. 
The city grants weekly payments to 
the needy, but they are only a drop to 
the bucket amounting to from §1 to 
$1.50 a week for a family. Provisions 
are very dear, and other necessaries of 
life have increased greatly in cost. To 
have a pair of shoes halfsoled, for in- 
stance, costs $4.50.

His time was 3 hours, 24 minutes and 
43 seconds, making a world’s record by 
ten minutes, 42 38-100 seconds. 

Terrific speed characterized the race 
throughout, but although the cheering 
throngs banked around the speedway 
amphitheater where driver after drive 
er wWwas-forced out of the race because 
of engine troubles, there was ‘not 
untoward incident to mar the contest. 
Twenty of the speediest automobiles in 
the world had entered, but before the 
race was finished more‘than half the 
drivers, including many favorites, had 
been forced out. 

The weather was ideal. With the 
cup, Anderson’s share in the cash prize 
was $20,000.

Stockholm, Sweden.—(Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.)—The Eng- 
lish-Swedish commission which has for 
two months been striving to adjust the 
trade differences between the two 
countries, is no nearer a satisfactory 
solution of the dispute than at the be- 
ginning of its session. Meanwhile, over 
$25,000,000 worth of supplies for Russia, 
whiche she urgently needs, have accu- 
mulated in Sweden, owing to this 
country’s refusal to allow the transit 
of goods to Russia until England has 
modified her demands regulating the 
amount of Sweden’s imports.

these supplies often pass through as 
many as a dozen hands before their 
shipment to Germany. Many Swedish 
merchants have frankly stated that 
when they could not only command 
better prices but serve their own in- 
clinations by shipping to Germany, 
they found no reason for not doing 
so. Stockholm hotels are full of Ger- 
man agents who confess secretly that 
they are satisfied with the way busi- 
ness is going. 

Since no figures are available, any 
estimate of the quantity of supplies 
going to Germany is merely specula- 
tive, but it may safely be said that 
enough is going to Germany to be a 
elgg factor in her economic con- 
dition.
